were shipped through Canadian ports. 


BRITISH AND IMPERIAL 


The settlement of the Irish boun- 
dary question hag been approved by 
all three parliaments concerned— 
those of Great Britain, of Northern 
Ireland and the Free State. There 
was some opposition in the Free State 
parliament but it was not of a very 
strenuous kind, and the general im- 
pression is that the agreement nas 
been heartily welcomed all round. 

Britain and France are in agree- 
ment as to consultations with respect 
to the measures to be taken for 
mutual help in cage of war. 

The great firm of Vickers in Brit- 
ain, so closely associated with the 
manufacture of war armaments, is 
forced to reduce its capital heavily 
owing to bad trade in the last few 
years. 

A demand is being made in Britain 
for an investigation into the manage- 
ment of the Wembley Exhibition, 
which it is feared has been marked 
by some features distinctly undesir- 
able. 

It is announced that the Liberal 
party in Britain hae again united 
and will accept the land policy of Mr. 
Lloyd George. 

After due enquiry the British Gov- 
ernment has decided that the applica- 
tion of the iron and steel trades for 
protection under the Safeguarding of 
Industries Act cannot be granted or 
the ground that that would be too 
much like the introduction of a gen. 
eral protective tariff. 

Mr. Ramsay McDonald, late Labour 
Prime Minister of Britain, is urging 
that a land development scheme at 
home should be undertaken in addi. 
tion to any schemes for emigration 
abroad. 

Messrs. Walgh and Johannsen, the 
leaders of the seamen’s . strike in 
Australia, who were arrested by the 
Australian government with a view 
to deportation have been released by 
order of the Australian courts. 

A further sum of £9,000,000 thas 
been voted by the British parliament 
on account of the coal subsidy to 
supplement the wages of the miners 
in the British coal industry. This 
makes a total of £19,000,000 which so 
far has been voted for the subsidy 
No permanent solution of the crisis 
is yet in sight. 

The Mosul crisis remains unsolved 
and extremely serious. The Turks 
have formally abandoned songsultation 
with the League of Nations. The final 
decision of the League has now been 
given. It awards Mosul to Irak pro- 
vided the British mandate is renewed 
for 25 years and some econoinoic 
privileges are given to the Turks. <A 
decision of this nature was expected 
more especially since the Esthonian 
general Laidoner reported very 
eeverely against the Turks’ treatment 
of the Christians and other minor 
ities in the frontier areas. The Turk- 
have stated categorically that they 
will not give up Mosul and on_ the 
other hand it has been stated on be 
half of Britain by Mr. Amery, Colonia’ 
Minister, that if war is forced upor 
her, Britain will fight to protect the 
rights given to her as trustee for 
Irak. It is not yet clear whathar Rus 
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sia is seriously backing Turkey. Prob- 
ably. to some extnet’ she -is,:but on ac- 


count .of the. Chinese. sitnation, as]; . 


well as the: condition of her.own rail- 
ways and food’ supplies, it is hardly 
likely that she could give very ’»for- 
midable assistance, France -has ‘inti- 
mated that she will’: stand: ‘beside 
Great Britain in respect to the Near 
East policy. The League ..of Nations 
has ‘not declared what: part it will 
take if the Turks resort to force,. and 
it is‘not quite certain what. the atti- 
tude. of the. puble.in.Great™ Britain 
will be if war breaks out. 


Most surjrising news comes form |. 


Northern Ireland where the special 
constabulary appear to have mutinied. 
as a result: of . dissatisfaction with 
their prospective disbandment follow- 
ing on the settlement of the boundary 
guestion, In Belfast and Londonderry 
they have. seized «ithe. barracks and 
have placed guards over the arms 
and stores in them to. prevent the 
government authorities taking  pos- 
session of them. They have sent an 
ultimatum to the Premier, Sir James 
Craig, stating that they will hand 
over no arms or equipment until their 
demands for a bonus of £200: for 
each man is granted. The attitude of 
the Northern Ireland government to 
this demand has not yet been declar- 
ed.’ 
FOREIGN 


Rykoff, one of the three heads of 
the Soviet government in ‘Russia, has 
made a public declaration that Russia 
will disband the Red army if the 
other powers also disband their arm. 
ies. The declaration is not likely to 
receive much credit outside of Rus- 
sia on account of the notorious’ failure 
of the Russian government to _ ob- 
sérve any agreements and keep any 
promises. 

The new Persian government where 
a new Shah was recently placed , on 
the throne is imposing a rigid censor: 
ship on the publication of news and 
even on the free expression of opin. 
fon amongst the members of parlia- 
ment. It is quite doubtful if any: 
thing like an ordinary representative 
system can hold its ground in Persia 
at the present moment. 

In Morocco the Ruffs made a raid 
on a small Spanish post near the 
Tangier federal zone and _ inflicted 
some loss, but there is not much going 
on in the way of serious fighting for 
the present. 

It is announced that Abd-El-Krim 
the Riff leader, has sent to the French 
and Spanish governments something 
like an offer of peace. His terms ar 
that the Riffs should. receive complete 
political freedom and the right to 
maintain an army but that-they will 
recognize the spiritual authority of 
the Sultan. In view of the military 
situation being now heavily against 
the Riffs, it is quite unlikely that 
these terms will be granted. That 
they have been offered is an indica- 
tion that Abd-El-Krim. realizes the 
critical nature of the position. 

Viscount Cecil has announced that 
the League of Nations will at once 
take steps to organize a general dis- 
armament conference. It is prob- 
able that both the United States and 
Rusgia will at least be asked to send 
representatives. 

In ‘China heavy fighting continues 
to go on between the rival Chinese 
‘eaders. ‘Owing to treachery among 
his subordinate generals Chang-Tso- 
Ling appears to be getting distinctly 
the worst of the fighting. Communi- 
cations between Peking and Man- 
churia have broken down and_ the 
Manchurian forces seem to be retreat- 
ing. 

Major Sussan, the flying man who 
has been fighting with the French 
against the Riffs, has been given the 
cross of the legion of honour by the 
French government. 

A temporary sensation was caused 
‘n France last week by the announce- 
ment that a young girl has confessed 
to having been spying on behalf of 
Great Britain into the French aviation 
service, but almost immediately it 
was found that there was no founda- 
tion for her statements and the whole 
story hag been declared to be a mare’s 
nest. 

There has been a certain amount of 
trouble in one of the Dodecanese 
islands in the Aegean sea between 
the Greek inhabitants and’ the Italian 
authorities. 

President Coolidge has announced 
that the federal expenditure in the 
United States will have to be in- 
ereased next year as the limit of re- 
striction has been reached. 

The ‘financial situation in France 
continues to grow worse. The franc 
‘s falling steadily in value and it 
‘ooks as if a panic is about to set in. 
The new financial proposals of M. 
Loucheur are generally unpopular, 
ind his resignation is dlready being 
spoken of. There {is no solution of 
‘he crisis in sight, and the danger of 
vet another change of government and 
1 possible revolution still exists. 

M. Leygues, French Minister of 
Marine, has declared that France wil) 
not abandon the submarine as a war 
weapon, 

The continued advance of the Pro- 
Solshevist Chinese forces in  Man- 
“huria is causing anxiety in Japan. 
There is a report that as soon as Muk- 
len is taken by the advancing Chinese 
1 soviet form of government will be 
set up there. In that event Japan is 
‘xpected to intervene, and she ir 
said to have already sent two addi- 
‘ional divisions to Korea to await the 
need for action. It has been believed 
for some time that Japan is behind 
“hang Tso Ling, the Manchurian gov- 
‘rnor, who is apparently being badly 

eaten, and Japanese intervention un- 
ler such circustances is not unexpect- 
“cd. 

An accusation has been made by th- 
Naily Mail against the Soviet Gov. 
ernment of Russia that it deliber-' 
sublished exaggerated accounts of the 
‘nccesa of the Russian wheat crop 
this year in order to depress. the 
‘rice on the world’s markets and fay- 
‘ur speculation by the Soviet authori: 
ies. The British Government is en- 
miring into the charge. 

In Syra fighting continues. There 
S a report that a small French force 
as been surrounded and almost com- 
vletely annihilated near Damascus. 
S3ritish gendarmerie on the Palestine 
frontier have driven back armed par. 
jes of Druses, who were trying to 
cross into Palestine. Syria has ap- 
vealed to the League of Nations to 
Intervene to stop the fighting, but as

There is 
every reason to expect that in such 
wider sphere he will attain equal 
success to that which he has done 
here. He will, however, have no Itt- 
tle difficulty in attaining a greater 
measure of popularity than he has 
enjoyed with us. This paper owes to 
him a very kindly encouragement in 
the creation of thie column of weekly 
notes about the schools; a column 
which it is hoped gives-a little harm. 
less fun and interest both to the pup. 
ils and some of the oldér people. It 
is therefore with a feeling of sincere 
regard and a hope that Red Deer wil) 
not entirely lose sight of him, that 
this farewell appreciation of Mr. 
Locke is written. His pupils and 
hie fellow citizens will remember with 
abiding friendliness a never failing 


cheerfulness and ever ready 
humor, and in his new Career, wherever 
it may lie, will one and all wish him 
well.

CANADIAN MISSION- 
. ARIES IN CHINA 


A short while ago there was print- 
ed in “The News” a letter from a 
Toronto newspaper as to the failure 
of Canada to provide any protection 
for its missionaries in China, The 
following letter from a former mis- 
sionary,; now Hving in Central Alber- 
ta, should be of considerable interest: 


Dear ‘Mr. Editor: 

The letter of “Self Respect” in a 
recent issue of “The News” is -all 
right with respect to the point he 
wishes to make. It might, however, 
give friends of missionaries a wrong 
impression of conditions and of the 
feelings of missionaries generally. 
To prevent any such possibility I 
should like to quote from two pri- 
vate lettere received from mission- 
aries still living in the Province of 
China in which Mr. Leonard spent 
quite a number of years. They are 
several hundred miles further up the 
Yangtse than Chungking, where we 
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presume Mr. Leonard was_ recently. 
These people do not seem to have 
any desire‘to be “rescued.” 
“The first says: “This summer ‘has 
Beat rather interesting, even excit- 
ing. - There was the regrettable 
Shanghai affair, and then the student 
trouble,in Chungking, incited by 
Shanghai of course (though they were 
very willing to be excited), followed 
by the order that all women and 
children (British) . evacuate the 
Chungking Consular District. They, 
had such a time getting out of 
Chungking as the students had’, in-, 


timidated the coolies so they would: 


not carry and the- heat was — very 
great. The consul had reason to~be- 
lieve that the coolies on the gun- 
boats were about to strike and feared 
they would-not be able to get out. 
However, when a man in the city real- 
ly got busy trying to control the stu- 
dents, things soon settled down. A 
gunboat and a couple of steamers 
were sent up to Suifu to take us out 
of the Province, too, but up here the 
Governor was controlling the _ stu- 
dents so we saw no reason. to leave, 
and the Consul did not urge it.” -

A 
person suffaring from a _ nervous 
breakdown may not be able to cross 
amidst the motor traffic of a crowded 
city street. A-perfectly healthy per- 
son on the other hand is often onl+ 
too careless about it. So it is with 
the missionaries. If one is ill he can- 


jnot stand the strain. He has to get 


better or else come home. -If one is 
well he scarcely ever thinks of it.

DOCTOR CLARK DELIVERS 
POLITICAL SPEECH 


Doctor Clark, of Olds, delivered a 
long political speech before the Lib- 
eral association of East Calgary last 
week in which he severely criticized 
the Conservative party.

DANCING RULES IN THE 
CITY OF MORMONS 


Down in Utah they are fighting the 
dancing bug, like in other states, and 
the latest rules for dancing have been 
published by the Desert News of Salt 
Lake City: 

1. No person shall dance without a 
license. 

2. Said license shall include a reg- 
istration card, to be carried by the 
dancer at all times; an operator's per- 
mit, and a set of markers to be worn 
front and rear’ while dancing. 

3. No license shall be issued with- 
out the passing of a rigid competency 
test by the State Board ‘Of Toddle 
Commissioners. 

4. This board will have its office 
hours limited to from 1 to 3 p.m. Tues- 
days, Thursdays and Saturdays, but 
in the case of feminine applicants, if 
they know any new steps, the com- 
missioners will be glad to work over- 
time. 

5. Appointments with the state 
board may be made by letter only. 

6. In taking said competency test 
all applicants shall pass an examina. 
tion in the following subjects: 

(1) Straightaway. 

(2) ‘Reversing. 

(3) Backing. 

(4) Turning and pivoting. 

(5) Whirling. 

(6) Throttling down into low. 

(7) Picking up without shifting 
gears. 

(8) Facial expression. 

(9) Conversational ability. 

(10) Control. 

In the said competency test expres- 
sion shall be rated as of first impor- 
tance. The expression on a dancer’s 
face is not important to the dancer, 
but it is very tough on the onlookers. 

8. Every face not registering at 
least 2.75 per cent. of intelligence 
while dancing shall be thrown out 
and the owner barred from  appear- 
ance in any dance halle. 

9. Male faces, which are rather silly 
to gaze upon anyhow, and which in 
cheek to cheek or head to head danc- 
es become absolutely inane, shall be 
ruled out, but a period of six months 
shall be allowed for improvements. 

10. The girl who hangs her chin 
over her partner's shoulder and. al- 
lows her face to register the expres- 
sion of a dying tuna fish wig-wagging 
distrese to its mate shall not even be 
congidered as an applicant.

THE PRINTING CONTRACTS 
ENQUIRY

Mr. Justice Walsh’s enquiry ; 


the alleged frauds in connection with 
government printing contracts during 
the administration of the late Liberal 
government of Alberta has caused a 
great sensation. The terms of the re- 
port are given in this issue, and are! 
extremely serious. It is obvious that 
the present government did right in 
holding the enquiry as soon as they 
received notice of the alleged frauds. 
It is equally obvious that the matter 
cannot be allowed to rest where it 
now is, and that further proceedings 
are inevitable. It is to be hoped that 
there will be no hesitation about pur- 
suing the matter to the very end and 
determining the responsibility for 
what has been done. In the mean- 
time while these proceedings 
pending and the matter is before the 
courts, comment must be withheld 
and judgment suspended. 


THE CONDITION OF.THE 
TEACHING PROFESSION 


It would appear that there is some: 
thing very seriously wrong with the 
teaching profession in Weetern Cana- 
da, and possibly in a wider area than 
Western Canada. There has recently 
been brought to the notice of this 
paper from more than one source the 
existence of a spirit of deep dissatis- 
faction with their profession amongst 
teachers both young and old. They 
geem to feel that their work is re- 
garded by the public with indifference 
.Or even contempt, that in many cases 
it has to be carried on in circum: 
stances which offer no encouragement 
or sympathy whatever, that the in- 
evitable irritations of any profession 
are at the maximum amongst teach- 
ers, while the pride and satisfaction 
in their work are at a minimum. 
One young teacher in a country dis- 
trict recently expressed with great 
bitterness the impression that he was 
judged in the community where he 
worked not by any conceivable stan- 
dard of literary, intellectual or educa- 
tional merit, but by his ability or in- 
ability to make a lively partner for 
stout but skittish matrons at the local 
dances. Another teacher of consid- 
erable experience and high ability 
expressed the prevailing feeling more 
thoughtfully but no more cheerfully by 
saying: “The whole thing is going 
stale. There seems to be no public 
interest in edygation or in education- 
al standards, and the “leaders” seem 
to have no greater ambition than to 
give the public what it wants. There 
is no leadership, no inspiration, no ad- 
vertising of the advantages of educa- 
tion, no attempt to create a desire for 
it in the minds of the people. Edu- 
cation is not sold to people but forced 
upon them, and the assumption seems 
to be that statutory enactments are 
a sufficient substitute for leadership 
and salesmanship in the business. of 
dispensing this great service to the 
public.” 

Now, there may be varying opin- 
ions age to the justification for such 
feeling as this, but there can be no 
two opinions as to its unsatisfactory 


character. It is a thing to which the 
general body of citizens ought cer- 
tainly not to be indifferent. Dis- 


couraged and disheartened teachers 
cannot be expected to turn out pupils 
adequately equipped to play their 
part in the life of the country. Let 
the teachers become imbued with the 
idea that their work is of no impor- 
tance in the eyes of the public and 
that work will ewiftly become of no 
moment in the eyes of the teachers 
themselves. The result will be that 
the crucial matter of education will 
be degraded into a thing of resent. 
fully paid taxes, subterranean — in- 
trigues for the easiest and best paid 
posts, and mechanical fulfilment of 
soulless curricula. 

It ig easy to find fault, easy to pre- 
dict dire results from an existing situ- 
ation. It is much harder and much 
more profitable to estiinate the causes 
of the bad situation and suggest a 
cure. The subject is so important 
that it ought to receive public atten- 
tion. Whether it will do so or not is 
another matter. The public may con- 
ceivably shrug their ehoulders, and 
say in effect that there are those over- 
paid teachers complaining again, and 
let it go at that. If, however,’ there 
are any who feel that they have some- 
thing to say on the subject, this pap- 
er will welcome from them any contri- 
butions regarding it, subject always, 
of course, to its discretion as to those 
which it thinks safe for or worthy of 
publication. 


THE ALBERTA BY-ELECTIONS 


The Farmers’ Government of Alber- 
ta has been hotly attacked by some 
of its political opponents for deciding 
not to hold the by-elections to fill the 
six vacant seats in the Legislature. 
The existing law requires these elec- 
tions to be held within a certain time. 
Jt was passed to prevent a govern-

ment keeping seats vacant in the 
Legiglature to serve its own political 


The. present situation, however, is| 
abnormal. A general electio: must. 
beheld not later than next summer. ! 
If these by-elections were to be ‘held 
now, the new members’ would hold 
their seats for only one session of 
the Legislature and would then have 
to face a new election, while the Pro- 
vince would have to pay for the cost 
of holding the six by-elections. Under 
such circumstances the action of the 
government in. deciding not to hold 
the elections seems reasonable, es- 
pecially as there is no very crucial 
question pending before the Legis- 
lature, which would make it of vital 
importance for these six constituen- 
cies to be represented. A special act 
will have to be passed to give the 
government authority not to hold the 
elections, but that can be done at the 
coming session of the Legislature. It 
is true that it is quite undesirable for 
laws of any kind to be broken to meet 
special circumstances. What has 
been done in this case with justifica- 
tion may hergafter be done by some 
government without justification, and 
the precedent of the present case may 
be quoted in defence of such action. 
It is possible that the governnient 
would have been wiser to make an ap- 
real to the two other parties, and par. 
ticularly the Liberal party, to agree 
to the by-electiong being not held. Then 
the failure to observe the law could 
not have been found fault with by 


are| anyone, while if the other parties had 


refused to agree, the odium of un: 
reasonably putting the candidates and 
the public generally to needless ex- 
pense would ‘have fallen on them. If 
such an appeal for consent was made, 
it was not made public sufficiently to 
prevent the criticism which is now 
being aimed at the government. To 
this extent the government is to 
blame for laying itself open to criti- 
cism. 

It is a great pity, that 
narrow partisan attacks should be 
made. - The government's action in 
this case has been a sensible one. 
Criticism, which lacks real weight and 
sincerity, merely reacts againet, the 
critics when the time comes for genu- 
ine complaints. -It is to be desired 
that Conservatives at any rate will 
not join in mechanical fault finding 
but will reserve any criticism they 
may wish to make on the government 


for more suitable subjects.

THE TESTING OF THE LEAGUE 


however, 


It looks as if the League of Na- 
tions may quickly be put to an even 
more serious test than it has yet had 
to face. Since its inception: after the 
Great War the League has done much 
good work, but on several occasions 
it has quite definitely failed in its 
purposes. The cases of the quarrel 
between Italy and Greece, that be- 
tween Poland and Lithuania are {fllus- 
trations in point. To its credit must 
be put the settlement of the Silesian 
question, a very difficult one indeed 
Now, however, comes something of an 
even more critical nature. This is 
the Mosul question. The dispute be. 
tween Turkey on the one side, and 
Great Britain as mandatory and trus- 
tee for Irak on the other, has reached 
a point of grave danger. The dispute 
was referred to the League under the 
Treaty of Lausanne. The League 
after some rather discreditable at- 
tempts to evade its full responsibility 
indicated quite definitely that it favour- 
ed the British contention. The Turks 
have promptly repudiated the author. 
ity of the League and are making a’ 
least a very serious demonstration of 
intended war. It is suspected, and it 
may quite well be true, that Soviet 
Russia, intent as usual on mischief 
making, is backing the Turks. Britain, 
keeping strictly to her agreements 
and covenants with the League, has 
intimated that if the Turks defy the 
League and resort to force, there wil! 
be brought into existence exactly the 
situation which the League was 
created to meet—namely, a lawless 
aggressor breaking the peace of the 
world without any justification what- 
the covenant of the 
League it 1s the duty cf all the 
members to support the country 
attacked by all possible means and to 
apply against the lawbreaker every 
form of pressure available, including 
war. What will the League do? There 
is no doubt whatever as to what it 
can do, if its members live up to their 
undertakings. British land and_ air 
forces can be concentrated to defend 
the Mosul frontier. Italian armies 
can quickly be sent across to. the 
coast of Asia Minor, landed with the 
| assistance of the fleets of either 
| 


ever. Under 


France, Britain or Italy herself, and 
launched against the heart of the 
present territory of Turkey and its 


capital. Balkan armies, either Greek 
or Yugo-Slav, can be let loose on Con- 
stantinople, which has little or no 
chance of defence against them. The 
‘armies of Poland, Roumania, and 
Czecho-Slovakia can stand on guard 
against Russia moving to the help of 


Turkey. In a very short space of 
time overwhelming force could’ be 
concentrated against Turkey, and 


Russia could do little to save her mis- 
guided ally, however much she could 
do on her own account in Central 
Asia. 

Will it be done? Will the League 
show itself strong enough to take 
, Such action? If it does, the very 
threat should be enough to halt the 
Turks and stop the war, Russia or no 
Russia. On the other hand, if the 
League quibbles and hesitates and 
evades its responsibility, if Britain is 
left alone to face possibly both Tur. 
key and Russia, that will be the end 
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of the League. It will be shown tol 
be a sham and a farce. when the real

‘advantage, and is quite a sound act. test comes. 


What will the British Dominions do 
in such a case? What will Canada in 
particular do? What will all those 
Canadian men and women do- who 
have shown such real enthusiasm for 
the League when they hoped that it 
meant peace, if they find that it may 
entail other responsibilities than hold- 
ing pleasant meetings and -passing 
amiable resolutions? 

The odds may be greatly against its 
coming to war, but with a situation 
so threatening it is well to face the 
situation and to realize that as mem- 
bers of the League along with Great 
Britain, we in Canada have under. 
taken far reaching responsibilities, 
quite apart from our ordinary mem- 
bership of the Empire. It is possible 
that we may be called on to live up 
to our undertakings, or cease to make 
any profession of them.

vention will be held in Edmonton, | 
January 26, 27 and 28 next, during 
which the usual judging and _ essay 
contests will be held . 

The essay contest will be open to 
boys and girls under 18 years of age, 
and will be on the subject “The best 
method of marketing the surplus 
dairy products of the farm” or on “the 
best system of feeding the dairy cow 
for higher production.” The essay 
shall not contain more than 1,000 
words. There are eight prizes rang- 
ing from $6 down to $2. 

The dairy demonstration competi- 
tion is open to boys and girls-under 
18 years, and the prizes are given by 
the Alberta Dairymen’s Association: 
there are seven prizes ranging from 
$24 down to $8. Transportation will 
be provided for all teams competing. 
The teams are to comprise two each. 

The dairy cattle judging contest 
will also be for teams of-two girls 
and boys under 18. All competing 
teams must have had instruction from 
a member of the staff of the depart: 
ment of agriculture or some other 
qualified person. The prizes given by 
the Dairymen’s Association are seven 
fn number ranging from $20 down to 
$6. :

INOCULATION: OF ALFALFA AND 
OTHER ‘LEGUME SEED WITH . 

~ NITRO-CULTURE 
C. H. Lee, M.A., Professor of Bacteri- 
ology, Manitoba Agricultural Ccoliege. 


Legumes 


‘Legumes include all plants with a 
pod like a pea or bean. The follow- 
ing may be found on Western farms: 
Alfalfa, Sweet Clover, Red, Clover, 
White Clover, Alsike, Beans, Sweet 
Peas, Garden and Field - Peas. 

: Legume Bacteria 

On the roots of most thrifty legum- 
es there may be found nodules which 
contain bacteria. These take nitro- 
gen from the air in the soil and feed 
it to the plant. Hence, plants. with 
nodules ‘grow better than those that 
have none, and since they take their 
nitrogen from the air they are said to 
be “easy on the soil.” In fact, they 
tend to enrich the soil by leaving 
some of this nitrogen in it. 

What Nitro-Culture Is 

Nitro-culture consists of bacteria 
growing on the surface of a jelly likc 
culture medium in a bottle. These 
bacteria are originally taken from the 


legume nodules and are then grown 


on the jelly, much the same as yeast 
is grown for baking. In fact, the in- 
oculation of legume seed with nitro- 
culture is much the game as inocu- 
lating bread dough with yeast. 
Necessity for Inoculation 

Western soils as a rule do not have 
Alfalfa or Clover Bacteria in them; 
hence it is a good practice to inocu- 
late the seed when these are first 
grown on a certain piece of Jand. 

Héw to Get Nitro Culture 

Nitro-culture is put up by the Bac. 
teriological Department of the Uni- 
versity of Alberta in bottles, each con- 
taining enough to inoculate a bushel 
of secd. These are sent out by mail, 
and a charge of 25c. ie made for each 
‘bottle to cover cost of preparation 
and mailing. Send cash with order, 
and address: Bacteriological Depart- 
ment, University of Alberta, Edmon. 
ton. Se 
Directions for Inoculation 

(1) Do not open the bottle of cul- 
ture or expose it for any length of 
time to the light until you are ready 
to inoculate the seed, and do not in. 
oculate more seed at one time than 
can be sown in a day. 

(2) The whole contents of the bot- 
tle may be used on a small amount of 
seed without doing any harm. 

(3) To treat the seed, put into a 
clean dish one pint of sweet skimmed 
milk and four tablespoone of sugar. 
Heat the milk to the boiling point, 
stirring occasionally, and boil it for a 
minute or two. Let it stand until the 
milk is cold. If less than a bushel of 
seed is to be treated, proportionately 
less milk and sugar may be used. 

(4) When the milk is cold, pour a 
little into the bottle of culture, re- 
place the cork and shake the bottle 
vigorously. Pour this portion of the 
milk from the bottle back into the 
dish. Repeat this at least six times 
The jelly in the bottle will not dis- 
solve, but should be broken up with a 
clean stick and mized with the milk 
The bacteria are on the surface o? the 
jelly, hence it is not necessary that 
the latter be dissolved. 

(5) Heap the se@d on a clean floor 
or table, pour the mixture over it and 
mix thoroughly with the ‘hands or 
shovel until each seed is wet. It is 
important that this mixing be done 
very thoroughly, so that each seed 
will be inoculated. 

(6) Spread the geed in a thin layer, 
out of sunlight, handling over at in- 
tervals until it is dry enough to sow. 
This will not usually take over half 
an hour. > 

(7) The seed should be sown imme- 
diately after treatment. 

Varieties of Nitro-Culture 

Each legume requires a strain of 
bacteria suitable ffor that legume. 
Nitro-Culture for the following will 
be available for distribution: Alfalfa, 
Alsike, Red Clover, White Clover, 
Sweet Clover, Sweet Peas, Beans, 
Garden Peas, Field Peas. 


THE BANANA 


The banana up till about 25 years 
ago was not a very widely used fruit 
in either Europe or North America, 


but in these last 25 years the trade 


in it has grown until it is now one of 
the considerable factors in the econ- 
omic system of the world. It is re- 
sponsible for the clearance and reduc- 
tion to cultivation of large areas in 
tropical and subtropical countries. 
It sustains to a considerable extent 
fleets of steamers. It is a source of 
wealth and therefore of civilization 
to countries which till recently were 
comparatively undeveloped and in th= 
raw. It has been called the curse of 
Central Africa by Sir Harry John. 
ston, because of the way in which it 
enabled the natives to live without do- 
ing any work whatever. It ig believed 
to have been known in Asia and Africa 
from very early timeg. 

It contains a high percentage of 
water, 85 per cent., which is the reas- 
on of its being able to serve as a 
drink as well as a food. Being 
grown in tropical countries, it is a 
fast growing plant, growing from 20 
to 40 feet in the course of a year. 

Since it became of real importance 
economically the banana trade has 
been organized thoroughly. The great 
plantations have been equipped with 
railway and tramway lines to enable 
the fruit to be brought to the collac- 
tion centres with a minimum of hand. 
ling and spoiling, and the steamers 
which carry the fruit from the tropica’ 
countries of its growth to the more 
temperate couuiries of its large con- 
sumption are elaborately fitted with 
special loading machinery an refrig- 
erating plant to prevent spoiling on 
the journey to market. 

Bananas should not be eaten raw 
until all tracas of green have disap- 
peared from the skin. Until this has 
happened they are not properly ripe, 
and while they are ripening, they 
should be kept in a moderate’ tem- 
perature and not in a_ refrigerator, 
which prevents proper ripening and 
epoils the flavour. 


SILOS 


(BPxperimental Farms Note) 
There are in the Prairie Provinces 
three general types of silo, the above- 
ground, the pit, and the trench, all 


!and capacity of the trench.

plies, simply a trench: scooped with 
the horge ‘and scraper... The abuve- 
ground and- the pit’ silos: are expen: 
sive, costing upwards of three’: hun- 
dred dollars, besides labour, ‘whereas 
the cost of the trench: is simply the 
horse and manual labour of digging. 

- The above-ground type has the one 
advantage over. the other two of hav- 
ing the ensilage in a place where it 
can be easily delivered to the cattle. 
The ensilage from. the pit ‘has to be 
lifted and that from the trench haul. 
ed or carried. The ensilagé in the 
above-ground type freezes from the 
outside to as much as three feet leav- 
ing, in a fourteen-foot round silo, only 
a core of an eight-foot diameter of un- 
frozen ensilage. This frozen ensilage 
has to be chopped out and fed frozen 
or allowed to thaw in the spring when 
most of it is almost sure to be 
wasted. - - 

A trench ten feet wide at the top, 
seven feet wide at the bottom and 
seven feet deep and as long as neces- 
sary to hold the supply of ensilage, 
can be easily dug by two men and a 
team in two or three days. If the ex 
cavated material is piled along the 
edge of the trench it prevents water 
from running in-and adds tothe Jepth 
If the 
s‘€as are thus built up to make the 
trench two feet deeper, the capacity 
of a silo of this width and depth is 
approximately one and’ one...:'f tona 
per foot of length. Thus, if the silo is 
forty feet long it will hold sixty tons 
of ensilage. 

During filling, the ensilage should 
be kept spread evenly and well 
tramped. After filling, freezing can 
be prevented by putting poles across 
and covering with straw. 


REGISTERED PEDIGREE 
POULTRY 


(Experimental Farris Note) 

Notable progress has een made 
in poultry raising in Canada in re. 
cent years, to which the Layiug Con- 
tests held in every province in the 
Dominion has materially contributed. 
A greatly increased average through: 
out all the Contests has been reached 
in a few years, which is direct evt- 
dence of a remarkable improvement 
in the breeding work behind hundred: 
of entries, representing thousands of 
matings. 

With the advent of registration for 
poultry, the standard was raised from 
150 to 2.0 two-ounce egge as a mini: 
mum for qualification, and the bird 
must also conform closely to certain 
standard characters laid down for the 
breed. 

The standard for the male is still 
more severe. He must be bred from 
a dam and grand dam that have each 
laid in a contest at least 200 two- 
ounce eggs and be free from standard 
disqualifications. To breed such a 
male is an achievement worthy of an 
official record and a number of such 
maleg will be procurable this year, 
with authentic pedigree and tatooed 
with the breeder’s registered mark 
and carrying all the identification 
marks guaranteeing their breeding. 

The number will be limited this 
year, but the supply will increase as 
the number of daughters of registered 
dams that qualify in the contset in- 
creases, 

In breeding up to the excellent stan- 
dard demanded in registered males 
there is certain to be surplus stock of 
lesser lineage not qualified for regis- 
tration. Many. of these are of good 
breeding, but not tested to the same 
extent as registered stock. These 
birds are available in large numbers 
from breeders of registered stock. 


THE COST OF PRODUCING 
WHEAT IN 1925 


(Experimental Farme Note) 
The cost of producing wheat 
throughout the three prairie provinc- 
es in 1925 has been approximately 95 
cents per bush@. This calculation has 


|been based on the estimated average 


yield of 17 bushels per acre and upon 
what are regarded to be the prevailing 
rates of wages, interest, taxes, ma- 
chinery, seed, twine, and hail insur- 
ance. -Where the yields have been 
larger than 17 bushele per acre or 
where costs, for any reason, have 
been below the average, then the 
cost of producing wheat would be be- 
low 95 cents per bushel. In fact ,each 
individual farmer would have a differ- 
ent cost, depending upon how favor- 
able the season has been in his par. 
ticular locality and upon the efficiency 
of his farming. 

The yield per acre is predominately 
the most important factor affecting 
the cost per bushel of producing 
wheat. A few instances will be suffi- 
cient. to show this. On summerfallow 
land, when the yield is 20 bushels per 
acre the cost per bushel would be $1.03, 
while, when the yield was 40 bushels 
per acre, the cost would be only 59 
cents per bushel. On ploughed stub- 
bie land, when the yield is 10 bushels 
per acre, the cost would be $1.20 per 
bushel, while, when the yield was 30 
bushelg per acre, the cost would be 
only 50 cents per bushel. The per- 
centage of land which should be in 
summerfallow should vary depending 
upon the comparative yields secured 
over a period of years on summer. 
fallow and on ploughed stubble land. 
Increased yields may be obtained by 
employing better varieties of grain 
and improved methods of cultivation 
as recommended by _ Experimental 
Farms. 

The season exerte an extremely po- 
tent influence upon the yield and 
hence upon the cost per bushel of 
producing wheat. Yields may vary 
from almost nothing in some _locali- 
ties, in some years, to over 60 bushels 
per acre in other years. It is ob- 
vious, therefore, that the cost of pro- 
ducing wheat will likewise vary from 
an extremely high cost per bushel, 
which entaila a heavy loss, to a very 
low cost which would bring a good 
profit. Farming is not a one year 
business, especially wheat farming. 
Even a three year period is quite tn- 
sufficient to learn definitely whether 
the cost of producing wheat is low 
enough to leave a profit on the market 
price. A ten year period would be re- 
quired to overcome this euormous 
variation from year to year in yield 
and in cost of production,
